B. OTHER ACTIVITIES 

1. Second session of the first annual Area Planning Con- 
ference resulted mainly in decisions on -which courses 
within each geographic area will he repeated or intro- 
duced, and at what time intervals. Survey courses 
generally will be placed on 12, 18, or 24 -month cycles, 
according to demand. Innovations proposed subject to 
demand and OTO Regulation $25-2 include: Socio-politi- 
cal developments in the Buddhist countries of Southeast 
Asia; a "split -country" survey (Korea, Vietnam, and 
some reference to Germany); country-type surveys for 
East Germany - Poland - Czechosolvakia, Austria - 
Hungary, and the Balkan states; t short regional survey 
of Mongolia, Korea, and the Maritime Provinces of the 
Soviet Far East; split of the regional survey of Africa 
(after our prospective offering in June) into courses on 
the North and on the portion south of the Sahara, re- 
spectively; and a regional survey of the "Fertile 
Crescent" countries (Lebanon, Syria, Iraq., Jordan, and 
Israel).
